MANITCBA MARKETS. 
Commercial, Nov. 23. ; 

Manitoba wheat has been very quiet 
this week. The storms on the lakes 
have hindered and delayed the move- 
ment of vessels and the blockade of 
wheat at Buffalo is another menace to 
the facility of chartering tonnage. 
The) weather has been favorable for 
the movement by road and rail and 
every effort is being put forth to get 
ass much as possible moved east) by 
the close of navigation. Owing to'the 
vessel situation the demand for wheat 
by’ exporters has been slack. Prices, 
however, bave been steady and buy- 
ers when wanting wheat have been 
willing enough to pay current prices. 
These may be stated to bei hard. 
71 1-2c to 713-4c; 1 northern, 68c; 2 
northern, 65c; 3 nerthern, 60c; all in 
store Fort William spot or en route. 
In store Duluth holds about the same 
as Fort William. A little business has 
been done in wheat for December de- 
livery at 11-2e to 2c under current 
prices for spot, but as yet there is no 
free ‘buying for delivery beyond the 
close of lake navigation. 

Country wheat — Deliveries of 
wheat at country points are large and 
farmers are getiing all the way from 
50 to 60¢ per bushel, according to qual- 
ity and rate of freight. 

Oats—The) oat market is very firm 
and local feed dealers have difficulty 
securing supplies at times. The reason 
is the splendid export demand. As 
will ‘be seen from our reports of the 
grain movement elsewhere in this 
issue considerable quantities of Mani- 
toba eats have been moving east via 
Fort William and these shipments 
have reduced the supply available 
here. Most of the oats shipped east 
have been of No. 2 white ouality. 
Seme Northern Alberta oats have been 
bought for Winnipeg account this 


week. Thei market is considerably 
firmer to-day than it was a week ago 
and we note an advance of 2c per 
bushel in outside figures here. Car- 
lots of No. 2 white oats art worth 
38q to 40c per bushel to-day, Winni- 
pag or Fort William. At country 
points prices range from 28 to 32c. 
The street quotaition is 34c to 350 per 
bushel. 4 
Barley—Deliveries are light. For 
malting grades dealers quote 38 to 40c 
per ‘bushel in car Iots on track here.

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AS TO OATS. 


The following from the latest issue 
of the Winnipeg Commercial indicates 
that that journal is not beyond reach 
of the inflaence of the Manitoba grain 


combine: 


“Alberta Oats.” i 


“Quite a little interest has been tak- 
en in the government offer to pur~ 
chase oats in Northern Alberta, for 
shipment to South Africa. The gov- 
ernment agent oifered 27¢ f. o. b. ‘Ed- 
monton; district points for the oats, 
but as this price was much below the 
ordinary commercial value for ship- 
ment, the government was obliged to 
advance the price to 30 cents per 
bushel. Evidently somebody expected 
to make a little political capital out 
of this government oat-purchasing 
business and was disappointed, as 
some silly stories have been sent out 
about 2 combination of the grain men 
to prevent the government from ob- 
taining the cats. The fact simply is, 
that owing io high prices and steady 
advance iu the east, the grain ship- 
pers could get betier prices to ship 
than was offered by the government. 
The government was not buying oats 
in Alberta for the benefit of the farm- 
ers. They went where they thought 
they could ge* the order filled, and 
the price offered was lower, and not 
higher, than the ordinary market 
value, as shown by the fact that fthe 
price had to be advanced 3 cents. ‘The 
government agent no doubt tried to 
buy the oats as cheaply 2s possible, 
but found it impossible to buy so much 
under the market value as the first 
price offered would indicate.” 

The Commercial alleges ist thai the 
effort of the government to purchase 
oats arose from a desire, to make politi- 
cal capital, and 2nd that the govern- 
ment ‘rie! fo ‘buy below the market 
price; the inference being conveyed 
that only the Winnipeg philanthropists 
enved ithe farmer from robbery by the 
government. 

In the first place the government is 
not buying oats, does not need oats, 
and does not want oats. On strong 
representations made by the boards of 
trade and business men’s associations 
of North Alberta in July and August 
last the department of agriculture de- 
cided to extend to North Alberta the 
operations which it had already been 
engaged in in Eastern Canada ever 
since the outbreak of the war in South 
Africa: namely acting as an agency to 
secure to Canadian producers a share 
of. the market thereby created. Pos- 
sibly this is an effort to make politi- 
cal capital. But it does not offer 
half the opportunities that would have 
existed, and heen availed of, to make 
capital against the government had 
mot Alberta, ueter all the circum- 
stances, been coasidered iv the govern- 
ment’s arrangements. With Alberta 
oats at 19c a bushel as they were be- 
fore the contract was made, and pro- 
duce being shipped under government 
arrangement from Eastern Canada, to 
South Africa, what a magnificent. op- 
portunity would have existed to en- 
large on government neglect of the 
West. When the subject was first 
discussed in the papers it will be re- 
membered) that the Winnipeg Tele- 
gram took as its text the lack of (a 
market for Alberta oats in order to 
show that the government had not 
done its duty by the West. What was 
wanted, the Telegram. declared, was 
an’ increase in the protective tariff 
in order to hold the Kootenay market 
for Alberta oats. A magnificent idea 
truly, and one that would have left 
the market for Alberta oats absolute- 
ly in the hands of the Winnipeg grain 
combine. . 

Had a market not beev found the 
government would have been to blame; 
and now that a market is found the 
government is still to blame because, 
the market having been made by the 
contract, prices have advanced. 

That it was the government contract 
which made the market everyone ac- 
quainted with the facts must know. 
On October 25th, the Brackman-Ker 
Company advertised in the Bulletin 236 
as the top price for No. 1 milling, and 
22c for No. 2 milling oats. Whether 
the No. 2 milling advertised as worth 
22e are the same as the No. 2 whiie 
of the government contract it is not 
necessary’ to argue. Accepting that 
the 23c cats were No. 2 white of gov- 
ernment standard, that price was ad- 
vertised as a rise showing that a lower 
price had prevailed up to that time. 
Om October 28th the agreement was 
entered into by the government 
guaranteeing a price of 240 to farmers 
at railway points, And on Nov. Ist 


the Brackman-Ker Co., advertised in | 


the Bulletin 24c for No. 1 milling, This 


tisement of 25c for No. 1 milling. On 
Monday. Nov. 18h, the price at the 
elevators in Strathcona was 26c. On 
Tuesday, Nov. 19th, the government 
prica was increased to 27c, and not 
until then was the combine’s price ia- 
creased to 28c. 
clearer evidence that the government 
was not only not endeavoring to pur- 
chase below the maiket price but that 
it was the government price which in 
every case caused the increase in the 


Thare could not be |

merket price. The difference between 
the government ana the combine is 
that the government’s interest was to 
supply a legitimate demand while the 
interest of the Winnipeg philanthrop- 
ists was simply to control the market. 
The facts show conclusively that had 
it mot been for the government con- 
tract, whatever the eastern demand 
might have been, the members of the 
combine and not the Alberta farmer 
would have received the benefit. The 
eats would have remained practically 
in storage in farmers hands to be tak- 
en as the combine required them for 
eastern distribution at prices fixed by 
themselves. Rut the government con- 
tract compelled the combine to come 
out and buy the oats at an advance 
over the government price, and pro- 
vide their own storage. 

All this is perfectly legitimate busi- 
ness and no fault is to be found with 
the action of the combine in its at- 
tempti to contrcl the market. But 
when it enlists the aid of papers with 
a, reputation such as the Commercial 
to misrepresent the position of the 
goverrment and io discredit its suc- 
cessful efforts to secure fair prices for 
farmers) produce, it is necessary to 


place the facts clearly before the 
public. ; ‘ { 
THE TARIFP. 


The tariff question can never be fin- 
ally settled. There must always be fa 
division of opinion between seller ‘and 
buyer. The consumer naturally wants 
lese duty and ‘he maker, wants more. 
All agreements regardivg tariff must 
be in the nature of a compromise. ‘The 
nearer general sutiafaction can bear- 
rived at the better, but there is ;\ no 
hope, of pleasing ail parties. In! the 
West, where the people are all buyers, 
the present ‘uriff is looked upon as |too 
high in many respects. In the east 
where the manufacturing interests 
largely direct public opinion it is look- 
ed upon as too low. So far as © the 
West is concerned the question has 
been allowed to lie quiet. The reduc. 
tions that hag been made were satis- 
factory as far as they weni, and it 
was hoped that they would from time 
td time be followed by further reduc- 
tions. Ay 


But if the western consumer is sat- 
isfied to accept existing conditions for 
aj time at least “he eastern manufac- 
turer is not. The measure of protec- 
tion which he enjoys, and which the 
western consumer thinks is too much, 
id mot enough for him, and he) is prey 
paring to make his voice heard and his 
influence felt. At a recent meeting of 
the Canadian Manufacturer’s Associa- 
held in Montreal, re- 
were passed favoring 
duties on agricultural 
implements, lumber, woollen goods, 
oatmeal and other articles. They 
had the premier and several members 
of the cabinet to dinner and did not 
fail to use 2very means to impress 
their views on their guests. It is too 
sooni as yet to be sure what effect 
this combination of resolutions and 
banquets} will have. Possibly none; 
and possibly the fact that the West 
bas not formally objected to the pres- 
ent| tariff may be taken as showing 
that it is in the humor to permit still 
greater protection to manufacturers. 
On that point the shortest word is 
the best for all parties concerned. The 
West has not accepted the present tar- 
iff as a settlement, but merely as {4 
compromise. If the compromise is not 
to stand it must be succeeded by a lows 
er and not a higher tariff. The manu- 
facturers show little regard for any 
interest but their own in moving for 
am increase of duties which it would 
be suicide for the government, which 
has so far protected them, to grant.

A BEEP SHORTAGE IMPENDING. 

Nor’-West Farmer; The ‘American 
National Live Stock Association as well 
as other reliable authorities are point- 
ing to a probabie shortage in the sup- 
ply of high grade beef in the near fu- 
ture. One evident cause of this sbort- 
age is the very high prices of feeding 


ptuffs in all the leading middle States. 


Corn is already worth more than 
wheat in Kansas and Nebraska, and 
it is only the prospect of specially high 
prices fcr finished cattle that can in- 
duce feeders to operate in face of such 
famine prices for the raw material. 
Along with the reduction of the pros- 
epctive home supply comes a greater 
demand for the export market. There 
is great likelihood that the coming 
Christmas beef trade of Chicago will 
be the highest priced ever yet seen for 
the country at large is very prosper- 
ous and will want lots of good ‘butcher 
meat, wherever it is to come from. In 
Manitoba all sorts of feed are likely 
to keep high in price and the cattle 
fed| must bring a high price ta ba re- 
mnunerative to the feeder. Neverthe- 
less, isn’t this the time to prepare for 
this shortage ? 


WORE IN CARIBOO. 

Kamloops Sentinel; Senator Camp- 
bell, whose name, is so intimately con- 
nected with extensive mining opera- 
tions in the Cariboo country, left Vic- 
toria, last Saturday for San Fran- 
cisco, to consult with his company and 
place orders for a hoist to handle i10,- 
000 bounjs, aod two watet-skips with 
4 Capacity of 1,000 gallons each, to 
handle water in case of an emergency 
in the Miocene Company’s three-com- 
partment shaft at Harper’s Camp, 
nee sge sh which is now 500 feet deep. 

is far the deepest shaft ever 
im Cariboo. te 

In additon to carrying on ihe regu- 
lar mining work of the company, Sen- 
ator Campbell] iuas arranged to put on 
Horsefly lake a steamer, the plans of 
which were finished a week ago, and 
the boiler and engine are now ordered. 
A complete saw, milling outfit will be 
installed also at Harper,s Camp, and 
orders have already gone ug to start 
the mea getting logs out. In connec- 
tion} with che steamboat company, 
stores will be started at various points, 
wherever needed, with a general whole. 
saiel stock as a base of supplies at 
Harper’s| Camp. The goods have all 
been ordered in time to haul over the 
snow on the Horsefly road, which 
branches off the main Os riboo road at 
Lac la Hache. 


On the sime chavnel as Senator 
Campbell is operating are the Ward 
Horsefly mines, and the Horsefly Hy- 
draulic Company, J. B. Hobson, man- 
ager, and to Mr. Hobson, more than 
anyooe else, is due the credit for pro- 
Claiming to the world that there existe 
in Cariboo these immense deposits of 


gold-bearing gravel and an ancient 
river chanael. The Cariboo Consoli- 
dated mine is the largest - hydraulic 


mine to-day in the world, and Mr. Hob- 
som has already turned out about 
$1,000,000 in gold during the equip- 
ment and development stage of the 
property. 

In regard to the new, finds in {the 
Horsefly country, the government 
has arranged to at once put a bridge 
across the Horsefly river at Harper's 
Camp, hut no prospectingl can pos- 
sibly be done til] spring, as it is out of

At 3 o’clock im the afternoon Rev. Mc- 
(Queen, pastor of the Presbyterian 
church, addressed the meeting in Eng- 
lish, after which a very instructive 
written paper was read im German Dy 
pastor Schunke, about Christian edu- 
cation. Three other speakers spoke 
about education and deacon A. Kubn, 
of Rabbit Hill, closed the very interest- 
ing meeting with prayer. The meeting 
im the evening at 8 o'clock waa over- 


crowded and many had to go home, 
not being able to find a place in the [ 


church. Rev. McDonald, of Sitrath- 
cona, and Rev. Mr. McDonald, of Ed- 
monton, and Rev. Mr. Buchanan ad- 
dressed the congregation in English. 
Then a collection was taken up of ‘$85. 
While we are thankful for every cent 
we received, we missed the richer, the 
“better class,” altogether, the German
